For the first time in twenty years the 


state of Maine has failed lo elect a Re- 
publican governor and state efieers, 
although the candidates of the party 
have received a handsome plurality o»er 
those of the other two parties. This 
result, though not generally looked for, 
was not considered impossible by the 
ln-st political judge*, and should there 
fore not surprise anybody tcry much. 
Tho truth is, that the times arc propi- 
tious for the sucecHK of any movement 
which affords opportunities for tho dis- 
play of the arts of the demagogue.

could be worse than his present condi- 
tion, and that any change would be for 
(tie better. 
Men in this condition arc 


not very apt to bo affected by any ap- 
peal to their sentiments of national 
honor, nor even by references to histori- 
cal parallels going to show the utter 
futility of the flat money idea. They 
arc really prone to catch at any scheme, 
however wild, which holds out to them 
the alluring promise of better time*. 


We do not have any apprehensions 


that the fiat money eraM will ever car 
ry the country. It will have its day, 
like many another wild scheme, bat its 
death will be speedy and inglorious.

The Pea- 
body depot, a four floored brick store, 
corner of Magazine nmi Lafayette streets 
presents the appearance of a mammoth 
retail grocery, with forty clerks con- 
stantly delivering goods. ((n the ground 
floor ii piled flour in barrels, hamg, 
shoulders, chests of Ira, tierces ol rice, 
lard, salt, bacon sides and bags of pota- 
toes.

shelf, heaped with paper bags of each 
rations delivered on alternate days, 
clerks being employed until midnight 
making packages.
